Animals are immunized to enhance the abundance of follicular dendritic cells (FDC), 
which are analogous to human FDQ and used to study how the uterus interacts with the 
fetus to allow a successful pregnancy, in one animal, a local but not systemic, post-injection 
inflammatory reaction was noted at the injection site.

Animals have discrete areas of their skin surface scarified to facilitate virally-induced 
papilloma (wart) formation, which is a model of human papillomavirus (HPVC) induced cancers.

To induce papillomas (warts), a scarification procedure 
is used to create minor surface skin abrasion, which may cause more than momentary pain and, 
therefore, the use of pre- and post-procedure analgesics was required. Laboratory staff failed to 
administer the analgesics. When the lACUC was made aware of the analgesic omission, the principal 
investigator voluntarily ceased this activity. Although the animals did not exhibit evidence of pain or 
distress, these animals were reclassified because of the potential for pain to have occurred.

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Two dogs assigned to Column E of this report were used in non-clinical laboratory studies to 
evaluate the safety of test compounds in accordance to Food and Drug Administration 
requirements under Good Laboratory regulations 21 CFR 58. The animals were used on studies 
to determine the potential target organs of toxicity and no effect levels of test articles that 
were administered. These animals exhibited one or more clinical signs on one or more days that 
included diarrhea, weight loss, and/or decreased activity. The dogs were not given other drugs 
such as analgesics or sedatives that might cause reversal of histological toxic effects of test 
article or induce their own inherent toxicities or drug-drug interactions. Animals were, however, 
provided fluids, nutritional supplements and other palliative care that mitigated these signs.

Summary of lACUC Approved Exceptions 
to the Regulations and Standards 


Due to unavailability of commercial pharmaceutical grade sodium pentobarbital, the lACUC 
approved a protocol amendment that included the use of non-pharmaceutical grade sodium 
pentobarbital as the anesthetic agent for terminal study procedures in dogs and guinea pigs. As 
a result, non-pharmaceutical grade sodium pentobarbital was administered to 81 dogs and 22 
guinea pigs undergoing non-survival study procedures. 

The lACUC approved a protocol that allowed housing non-human primates individually due to 
loss of housing partner during the study or to unavailability of compatible partners at the 
beginning of the study. Four non-human primates were used on a study conducted under that 
protocol during which they were individually housed for more than 24 consecutive hours 
following the loss of their housing partner or unavailability of compatible partner during the 
study.
